the back yard garden is ready for 
spading, the first thing to do is ex­ 
am ine the soil— first its chemical con­ 
dition, then for its planting condition. 
Soil of the average city back yard may 
not be very good for the purpose of 
planting vegetables with a view to 
cutting the cost of living. 
In the spring as soon as the soil lias 
dried grasp a handful of it and if it 
will slowly fall apart it is in fit. con­ 
dition to prepare for planting. Never 
work clay or heavy soil while wet. 
Soils which are naturally moist are 
sour and as a result are not in tile 
best condition for planting. 
W hether sour or not it will be well 
to test the soil. 
A piece of blue lit­ 
mus paper should be obtained from a 
drug store. 
Take a handful of Hie 
i soil slightly moistened and place the 
I paper on it. 
The paper will turn red 
! if tile soil is sour. 
j 
If this condition is shown it can be 
; corrected with a little lime. 
Cover 
I th e ground with a thin coat of a ir- 
slacked lime, which can be obtained 
at little cost. 
Work tills in well. 
Clayey or stiff' day loam, where se­ 
vere freezing has occurred, will be in 
a much better condition if it bus been 
given a good dressing of manure iii 
Hie fall. 
Do not be too quick to get into the 
garden work. 
Some of the overzeal- 
j ous seize the first warm spell as the 
j opportunity and work heavy day soil 
! before it is dry. 
They waste energy 
; and do harm to the soil, from which 
I it w ill not recover in a long time: 
! 
Tim eliness is a big item in garden 
j ing anti Hie thing to do is to have 
everything ready when the iifeht time 
! conies. 
Fresh vegetables are very 
[desirable and those from the back 
yard garden are not subjected to ex 
posure and transportation. 
Then, too, 
home-grown products are free from in­ 
fection. 
Another point is that many garden 
produi ts lose flavor between the time 
they leave the farm and reach the 
city table. 
This is avoided in Hie 
home-grown garden. 
It is not desir­ 
able to start tilings before danger of 
late frosts is over.

The present average interest rate in 
the United States is said to be 7.4 per 
cent. 
It is estim ated that when the 
system gets into good running order, 
American form ers will save $100,000,000 
a year in interest charges. The biggest 
saving will be in the W est and South, 
where the new rate just about cuts 
the old one in two. 
Along with this boon the farmers 
will of course have the advantage of 
letting their loans run anywhere from 
five to forty years, and of paying off
